The circiilatiou of nil but a very few 


of the Paris papers varies enormously,' 
according to the contents. If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver- 
tised previously, or if itsfeuilletori, con- 
tinned story or rncnioirB, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some' 
well known author, the circulation will 
run up 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
arid drop again as soon as tho special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort's 
memoirs, ita circulation wont up five- 
fold, although the price of the paper 
had been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 


Tho Frcaah pi ass is much more con- 


centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for iustunce,.-it is not the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other inatte/s, however, the French 
press oniy bears out the saying ihat 
"Paris is France.'.'—Chantauquan. •

Mrs. "S. T. Rarer, in The Ladies' 


Homo Journal, contends that there has 
not been a mfficicntly accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
t-ho-ohemiual composition of lish ut all 
reliable. "Tho albuminoid matter in 
white fish, as cod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about tho same proportion us in 
beef and mutton. They contain, how- 
ever, metro phosphorus— the ar.tivo fish, 
such ns trout anr| pickerel, containing a 
still greater-amount, due no dotibt tp 
their activity. 'The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon tho amoiQt of fat 
they contain. Tho whiteflsh are, there- 
fore, deficient in carbon. If you should 
ask au intelligent cook what vegetable 
to serve with . n boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, ns they 
supply tho wanting carbohydrates. 


"There aro other kinds of fish, how- 


ever, such ns salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of which 
they are not so easily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis- 
perscd through tho body, the more diffi- 
cult the digestion. In 'the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver ; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much better diet for the active 
man. Many authorities ' afflrm that the 
more active fish, as veil as' the more 
aotiye animals, give better muscle mak- 
ing food than their more indolent reJa- 
tions. "

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THIS MINING OUTLOOK. 


The mining outlook in Nevada is 


seemingly brighter than for some years 
past. An there ia very little induce- 
ment to develop silver mines, owing to 
the low price of their product, atten- 
tion has been principally directed to 
gold mining. Important discoveries of 
gold quartz and placers have been 
made in the eastern part of the State. 
These discoveries are attracting atten- 
tion to Nevada, and may result in de- 
veloping rich and extensile gold 
mines. 


In the early days of Nevada very 


little attention was paid to gold bear 
ing quartz and still less to auriferous 
gravel. The idea prevailed that only 
silver mines, or mines in which stiver 
predominated, existed in 
Nevada. 


Laboring under that delusion the pros- 
pectors paid no attention to gold-boar 
ing quartz and scoffed at the idea of 
finding paying placer mines east of the 
Sferra Nevada. Subsequent- develop- 
ments have shown the fallacy of tbii 
theory, and to-day it is an established 
fact that both quartz aad placer claims 
containing gold in paying quantities 
abound in the State. 


The Oomstock and Eureka mines, 


though both are classed as silver mines, 
-are producing ores to-day which are 
"fully as valuable for the gold which 
they contain as they are for silver. The 
Uhainmau and Joanna mines at Ely 
carry more gold than silver The Do- 
-Liamar mines in Lincoln county, 
worktd exclusively for gold. The new 
mines at Gold Greek contain very little 
silver, and the mines at Tnscarora, on 
which work has been resumed are mor 
valuable for gold than for 
silver 


There are several mines in Esmeralda 
county which are worked for gold, anc 
the Buckeye and Pine Nut mines in 
Douglas county areknown to be rich in 
gold. Near Wasboe City there are the 
Harris and Smith mines in which gold 
predominates, and north of Reno, neai 
the California line, gold quartz has 
been found in places in paying qnan 
titles, and the new discoveries near 
Wadswortb are exclusively gold bear 
ing. In Humboldt county several gold 
bearing leads are being developed, soon 
of which nave paid handsomely, and in 
"addition a copper miue is being opened 
near Ooloonda, which it is thought wil 
equal in extent and productiveness tb 
celebrated Anaconda mine of Montana 
There are also gold mines iuLande 
county east of Battle Mountain which 
have been worked to a considerable 
extent. 


These gold discoveries merely in 


dlnat.o «•« ""folhllltlea of Nevada AH.I 
producer of the yellow meter As gold 
was not sought for by the prospecto 
in this State until recently the gold 
quartz and placer claims which have 
been located 
were 
merely 
acci 


dental or incidental to the search 
for silver mines. Now that it is known 
that gold exists throughout the Stat 
and that search for the precious metal 
in the mountains and ravines is likely 
to be rewarded it would not be sur- 
prising if rich gold discoveries were 
made in various parts of the State dur- 
ing the present season, and it is within 
the range of probabilities that Nevada 
may be as noted for its extensive gold 
and copper mines in a few years AS it 
has been in the past for its silver 
bonanzas. That the State is rich in 
mineral resources there is no doubt, 
That its mountains have not yet been 
prospected is also Indisputable, and 
that rich gold, silver and copper mines 
yet await the industrious and ad- 
venturous prospector in Nevada is as 
certain as that day follows night.

THE 
GREEKS HOLDING POSI 
TIONS OF DEFENSE. 


IT LOOKS BAD FOB OBEBCIS. 


Though Greece has bad the best of 


the fighting in some minor encounters 
with the Turks in the last few days, 
the Moslems are the moat numerous 
and best organized of the two combat- 
ants. The Turks are in the ascendancy 
and the stampede ot the greeks at La- 
riasa has discouraged those at home, 
as well as those in the field. The 
Oreek ships, of which much was ex- 
pected, as they are more modern and 
better equipped than those of the Sul- 
tan, have accomplished, very little, and 
the Turk is already, dreaming of the 
hour, when Greece, her knee ia sup- 
plianoe bent, shall tremble at bis 
power, and his dream .of the outcome is 
in accord with the prevalent opinion 
in London. 


It ia generally understood that 


neither Greeee nor Turkey will be per- 
mitted, whichever way the battle goes 
to change its boundaries or acquire 
any more territory. There is little, 
therefor?, to fight for, though possibly, 
If Greece should be the victor, it would 
be permitted to acquire the island of 
Crete, which, though under Mohame- 
dan rule, Is principally peopled by 
Christians, who detest their Turkish 
oppressors. 


Possibly if the war continues, and 


the Greeks recover from their reverses, 
Bnssia which is closely allied to the 
Greeks in religion, may take a hand, 
with a view of getting an outlet through 
the Dardanelles to the Medlteranean, 
bnt 
that would probably Involve 


Europe in a general war, and that the 
money kings do not desireat present. 


It Is therefore, probable that the 


powers will stop the melees struggle 
of the Greeks at the earliest possible 
moment, and that Crete will be turned 
over to the merciless Turk, aa it: was 
before the late Insurrection in that'is- 
land, aa the bondholders, most be ap»
